At a night session of court Mon­ 
day night Special Judge -Springer of 
Connersvilie found for the

At a meeting of Rushville bank­ 
ers last night, a call was extended. 
for a meeting 
of bankers

at the Rushville 
National 
bank this afternoon at four o’clock 
for the purpose of considering plans 
to unite the bankers in a movement 
to help the United 
States 
govern­ 
ment in the sale 
of Liberty 
Loan 
bonds. 
Bankers have expressed the con­ 
viction that Rush county people are 
not buying the war bonds as they 
should 
and that 
they 
are 
not 
aroused to »the seriousness of 
the 
situation nor the needs of the time. 
One banker said yesterday that one 
million 
dollars 
of Rush 
county 
money should be invested in Liberty 
Loan bonds as the county’s share of 
the issue authorized. 
Bankers point «to the fact that they 
will not profit by the 
sale of the 
war bonds but that they 
are actu­ 
ated by a spirit of patriotism. In­ 
stead, it is shown that banks suffer 
actual loss wrhen the sell a bond, 
because they persuade their depos­ 
itors to take their money out of the 
bank. 
That the Liberty Loan bond issue 
is beginning to attract attention is 
'disclosed by the fact that one 
of 
the largest fire insurance companies 
in the United States has subscribed 
«for a million dollars worth #of 
the 
bonds, according to the 
word 
re­ 
ceived by local agents. 
A Liberty Loan bond is a solemn 
promise of the United States to pay 
at maturity the amount of the bond 
to the holder thereof, and to pay in­ 
terest semi-annually each year from 
the date of the 
issuance 
of 
the 
bond until it is 
fully 
and- 
finally 
paid. 
The security of a liberty bond is 
the faith and honor of the 
United 
States, backed by 
all 
of 
the re­ 
sources of the Na*tion 
and the Am­ 
erican people. A Liberty Loan bond 
is a mortgage on all the resources 
and taxing powers 
of the govern­ 
ment and all of the resources of the 
American people. 
There are two 
kinds 
of Libertv 
Loan bonds. Bearer bonds are to 
be issued in denominations of $50, 
$100, 
$500, 
and 
$1,000.

Bearer bonds, which are made pay­ 
able

bearer, 
have 'interest

Forced into the position of referca 
in a battle of hairy-chested interna­ 
tional heavies, the bantam Dutch na­ 
tion is being 
clouted 
from 
both 
sides, without the ghost of a chance 
to hit back. 
Germany’s 
submarine 
blockade 
put the issne right up to the Dutch 
Government just as it was put up to 
President Wilson. But, owing to mil­ 
itary considerations, as well 
as 
trade interests and the geographical 
disadvantages, Holland was unable 
to do more than rumble an inoffen­ 
sive protest. 
The Dutchmen thought 
Germany 
didn’t really mean it, so he took e 
chance with seven ships. Every one 
was 
torpedoed, 
only two being 
saved. Convinced that Germany was 
not kidding, Holland suspended sail­ 
ings in the War Zone. 
And that isn’t elk 
London newspapers have discov­ 
ered a leak in the British food-proof 
blockade 
around 
Germany. 
They 
claim that the British blockade per­ 
mits Holland to import too much 
grain which eventually makes meat 
and dairy 
products 
for 
German 
consumption. 
If the imports are curtailed Hol­ 
land will have 
to sell her surplns 
rattle either on the hoof or as beef, 
and the 
belligerents 
are 
sure to 
squabble over the 
division. After 
that is done Germany, judging from 
past performances, 
probably

reduce her coal exports to Holland. 
There’s just another little thing to 
make Holland’s situation more dif­ 
ficult.

Every new town retaken by the 


French. armies 
reveals fresh

to 


"Germanize" the local inhabitants. 


Officers had the right to stop any 


civilian on the street and 
demand 


that he show his watch. If 
the 


hands varied even to the

Officers could also enter 
private
